13. “Marvel not, brethren, it 
the world hateth you.

and ye know that. no murderer 
hath eternal Hfe abiding in him. 

16, Hereby know we love, because

Give to Big Drive 

Therefore the vast program to 
turn out aluminum. Huge plants 
are working on tremendous ac- 
cumulations of stored South Am. 
erican bauxite. More plants are 
being built. But the demands for 
war aluminum is keeping ahead of 
the supply. 

“We must close this gap as 
much as we can,” say officials of 
the Department of National War 
Services, which ts sponsoring the 
drive, “And one way to do it ts to 
rescue the secondary aluminum 
metal used in peace time manu- 
facture of household articles. That 
secondary metal lies all over Can- 
ada in small deposits in house- 
wives’ kitchens, in basements, in 
back sheds. It takes the form of 
old, braken, discarded aluminum 
articles of all kinds, which can be 
found in varying quantities in al- 
most every Canadian home. The 
country’s war program needs that 
metal. Give it to the big drive.” 

Give Only New Articles 

Buch metal, the officials point 
out, is still perfectly good, even if 
the article is broken or out-moded. 
The metal can be re-samelted and 
save time and labor, The chart 
says 7,700 aluminum pans are the 
eufvalent of one pursuit plane, Big 
QGanadian cities are expected to 
collect enough metal for perhaps 
ten such planes, smaller cities en- 
ough for two or three planes, and

Gates to India 


New British Commander in 
india Broadcasts’ Need to 
Keep Enemy Away 

Gen. Sir Archibald Wavell, in 
hia first broadcast as commander. 
in-chief in India, said last week, 
“Our future efforts must continue 
to prevent the enemy, wherever 
possible, from getting within strik- 
ing distance of this country.” 

(The broadcast did not spect- 
fically mention Iran, Afghanistan 
or Burma, generally considered the 
outer bastions to the defence. of 
India from the east or weat,) 

Gen. Wavell paid tribute to the 
part played by Indian troopa in 
the Middle Eastern campaigns, and 
sald “nearly 750,000 of India's man- 
power are under arms and recruits 
are. flowing into training depots 
as fast as we can provide for 
them.” : 

To “correct any wrong imprest 
sion,” Gen, Wavell said the high- 
est proportion of losses in the 
Middle East campaigns so far 
have been British, both Im total 
figures and in proportion to their 
strength, compared with Indian or 
Australian.

AIR-CONDITIONED SUITS 
Workers in boiler rooms and 

large enclosures containing open- 

hearth furnaces often labor in 
unhealthy and uncomfortable heat, 

Although it is often economically 

impossible to air-condition the en- 

tire factory room, scientists are 
studying ways of ajr-conditioning 
the worker. 

One effective method has been 
to attach a flexible hose to the 
back of a worker's coveralls and 
run the tube to a cooling unit. 
When the cooler was switched on, 
it pumped air at 80 degrees Fah- 
renheit and 50 per cent relative

FOSSIL FISHES IN ROCK 


The Devonian formation Hes 
just above the Silurian and is 
made up of sedimentary rocks 
laid down in water. It consists 
ef limestones, sandstones and 
shales and contains many econ- 
omic products, In Ontario nat- 
wral gas, oil and salt are from 
the Devonian rocks as well ae 

um and other quarried ma- 
terial. This formation extends in 
the province ovér most of the 
southwestern peninsula and can be 
geen almost anywhere along Lake 
Erie. 

Many fossil fishes are found in 
the Devonian formation as are 
invertebrate remains first noted 
im the earlier rocks. Fishes at- 
tained great importance in these 
times but would hardly,be recog- 
nized as fishes if seen alive to- 
day. One type was known as 
Ostracoderm, and° had neither 
jaws nor fins. Over its head and 
forward part of the body were 
great bony plates. You can see 
that such a creature would be 
quite different to modern fishes 
yet we know it was ancestral to 
many of our modern vertebrates. 

Great numbers of fossi] sharks 
are found in the Devonian rooks, 
lungfishes of various types were 
eommon and ganoids have been 
found in great variety and num- 
bers. Sharks, of course, exist to- 
day, not differing greatly from 
their long ago ancestors. The 
lungfishes are mostly . extinet 
though three types are stil] found 
in various parts of the world, It 
fe the ganoids that are really in- 
teresting to the biologist for sev- 
eral species are common in our 
waters to-day. The garpike is « 
ganoid that has come down prac- 
tleally unchanged from those long 
ago times. Because of this it is 
#ometimes known as a living for- 
all, , 
‘For the past eight weeks this 
#olumn has been on the geology 
of Ontario. It has been a-very 
‘general sketch of the rocks and 
their formations, just enough to 
wnderatand some of our problems 
of natural history. Those of my 
readers who wish to know more 
eannot do better than read Cole- 
man and Parks’ “Geology of Can- 
ada.” This came out in 1928 but 
fe still the best elementary text 
that we have.

3. “All peoples” have a rigitt to 
choose thetr own forme of govern- 
ment: those forcibly deprived of 
the right should have it restored. 

4. Free international trade, 


5. World-wide co-operation to se- : 


cure “improved labor standards, 
economic adjustments and social 
security. 

6. “After the final destruction of 
the Nazi tyranny,” assurances of a 
secure peace, of “freedom from fear 
and want.” 

7. Freedom of the seas, 

& “Abandonment of the use of 
force,” disarming of aggréssor na- 
tions, and Hgehtening “for peace-lov- 
ing peoples the crushing burden of 

These principles constitute a 
joint Anglo-American statement of 


“war aims and peace aims. They 


form the framework of a demo- 
cratic. programme for peace and 
reconstruction. They should be- 
come the basis of a vast front of 
freedom-loving, peaceable people 
everywhere who are prepared to 
fight for their faith in freedom 
and self-government. They fill a 
great gap in the British war effort 
and are a necessary counterstroke 
to Hitler’s. new order. 

The emphasis on the economic 
aspects of the future is seen as f 
particular importance. The promise 
that both countries agree to further 
the access to trade and raw mater- 
fals on equal terms to all states, 
yictor or vanquished, is considered 
a master stroke in forestalling a 
repetition of what happened after 
the last war. The fifth principle, 
forehadowing full collaboration of 
all nations for the object of improv- 
ed labor standards, economic ad- 
yancement, and social security, is 
also seen as an effecSve answer to 
the Axis propagandists who have 
maintained that the democracies 
offer nothing in place of Hitler's 
new order. 

The last three of the eight prin- 
ciples can be said to constitute the 
platform of a post-war political sys- 
tem of peace and security: It is an 
agreement for “the final destruc- 
tion of Nazi tyranny” and also for 
the continuance of co-operation af- 
terward until the peace as well as 
the war is won, 

Immediate Problems 

The story of this meeting is prob- 
ably not fully told yet. Perhaps 
more important than the things we 
have been told are things about 
which silence is maintained. 

That both leaders were accom- 
panied by the highest military, 
naval, and air officers would indi- 
eate that pressing problems were 
discussed. It is quite probable that 
the two leaders agreed on how to 
help the Russians, how to stop the 
Japanese in Indo-China, how to 
meet the threat of Nazi seizure of 
Dakar and Gibraltar throvgn 
Vichy's new collaboration, and of 
how to deal with a potential ‘Naz! 
peace offensive. 

U. S. Planes to Africa 

It is evident that specific plans 
were considered by the announce- 
ment that American civilian pilots 
would ferry United States war 
planes from the United States to 
British forees in the Middle East 
by way of West Africa, 

It is understood that some of the 
air fields to be employed will He 
close to Dakar and other pointa tn 
French West Africa, where, it bas 
been feared, Germany might estab-

For the actual washing of an 
acetate dress, authorities give 
these directions: Use a neutral 
soap (one without lye) in flake or 
powder form with lukewarm wa- 
ter. (Other directions specify 
water about wrist temperature, or 
98° or 100 degrees.) Work the 
fabric gently in the suds, never 
rub or wring it, then rinse in sev- 
eral changes of clear lukewarm 
water. Roll it in a towel to re 
move excess moisture, then stretch 
the garment out flat on a towel to 
dry. One is told never to dry 
acetate rayon fabrics in-the sun, 
and that washing should be done 
by band, since a whirl in the fam- 
fly washing machine may cause 
the dress to fray at the seams. 

Rubbing and wringing may mat 


or break the fibres, besides produc- — 


ing creases which are ironed out 
only with the greatest difficulty. 
If bluing is needed, laundresses 
advise using a liquid blue, Be 
aure, too, they warn, that all of 
the soap is out, because, in con- 
junction with the bluing, it may 
make iron-rust stains.

TEXT OF QUEEN’S ADDRESS 


Following is the text of Queen 
Elizabeth's radio address on Aug. 
10th to the United States: 

It la just over two years since 
I spoke to the American people 
and my purpose then was to thank 
constant friends for much kind- 
hess, kt is to those same friends, 
and of even greater kindness, that 
] want to speak today. 

We, like yourselves, love peace, 
and have not devoted the years 
behind us to do the planning of 
death and destruction; and yet, 
fearless in the valor of our peo- 
ple, we have not lacked our en- 
emy: and it is only now that we 
are beginning to marshal around 
us in their full strength the de- 
yotion and resources of our great 
British Commonwealth of Nations, 
which will in the end, please God, 
assuredly prevail, 

Through these waiting months 


a heavy burden has been borne. 


by our people. As I go amongst 
them I marvel at their unshak- 
able constancy, In many cities 
their homes lie in ruins, many of 
these ancient buildings which you 
know and love hardly less than 
we do ourselves. Women and chil- 
dren have been killed, and even 
the sufferers in hospitals have not 
been spared, 

Yet hardship has only steeled 
our hearts and atrengthened our 
resolution. ; 

Wherever I go I see bright eyes 
and smiling faces, for though our 
road is steady and hard, we know 
that we fight in a great ' cause, 
It is not our way in dark days to 
turn for support to others but 
even had we been minded to do 
so your instant help would have 
foretold us. 

The warmth and sympathy of 
American generosity has touched 
beyond measure the hearts of all 
of us living in these islands. 


Aid Unforgetable 

We shall never forget how, in 
the hour of our greatest need, 
you came forward with clothes 
for the homeless, food for the 
hungry, comfort for those who 
were sorely afflicted. Canteens, 
ambulances and medical supplies 
have come in an unceasing flow 
from the United States. 

I find it hard to tell you of our 
gratitude in adequate terms. But 
I ask you to believe that it is 
deep and sincere beyond expres- 
sion. Unless you have seen, ag | 
have seen, just how your gifts 
have been put to use you cannot 
know, perhaps, the solace which 
you have brought to the men and 
women of Britain who are suffer- 
ing and toiling in the cause of 
freedom. — 

Here in Britain, our women are 
working in factory and field, 
turning the lathe and gathering 
the harvest, for we must have food 
as well as munitions, 

Their courage is magnificent, 
their endurance amazing.

Pickles and Relishes 


Favorite Green Tomato Pickie 

1 peck green tomatoes thinly 
sliced 

onions thinly sliced 

cup salt 

ounce cloves 

ounce allspice berries 

ounce peppercorns 

cup brown mustard seed 

ib. brown sugar 

4 green peppers finely chopped 

Cider vinegar to cover 

Combine thinly sliced tomatoes 
and onions with salt and let stand 
over night. Drain. Rinse with cold 
water if too salty. Add remaining 
ingredients and simmer slowly for 
40 or 509 minutes, Seal in sterile 
jars. 

CANNED TOMATO JUICE 

24 ripe tomatoes 

2 tablespoons salt 
14 teaspoon pepper . 

Wash, stem and cut tomatoes 
but do not peel, Add. salt and pep- 
per and cool very slowly for 80 
minutes, Pour Into sterilized jars 
partially sealed and process for 
15 minutes in a water bath or in 
an oven of 275 degrees for 20 min- 
utes, Remove and seal tightly at 
once. 
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SWEET PICKLE 

Clean 300 little cucumbers, place 
in crock with two-thirds cup salt 
sprinkled over. Pour a kettleful 
of boiling water over them, Let 
stand over night, In the morning 
drain well, add % gallon vinegar, 
4 tablespoons mustard, the same 
of salt, the same of white sugar, 
% cup mixed spices, a root of 
ginger. Boil together and pour 
over pickles. Set in cool place. 
Take 3 lbs, of white sugar and 
each morning add % cupful, attir- 
ring well, Use % cupful each morn- 
ing and no more until all the 
sugar is used.

ALUNITE ALUMINUM 
Approximately three-fourths of 
all the bauxite ore from which al- 


“uminum is made in this country is 


imported, chiefly from Dutch Gui- 
ana, while most of the remainder 
comes from Arkansas, For years 
scientists have sought to obtain 
an additional supply of the light- 
weight metal from alunite, a white 
or sometimes pinkish mineral 
found in Utah and several: other 
Western states. The Bureau of 
Mines reported recently that the. 
alunite experiments were at last 
successful and that aluminum 
needed for defense can be obtain- 
ed in quantity and at reasonable 
cost from these domestic deposits. 

The process involves removing 
impurities from the alunite ore, 
thereby freeing the alumina, or 
oxide of aluminum, from which 
aluminum metal is manufactured. 
A great deal of power is required 
just as in the conventional tech- 
nique of aluminum reduction, 

The Department of the Interior 
emphasized that alunite cannot re- 
place bauxite as the major source 
of aluminum, since total domestic 
deposits of the former mineral, ff 


‘used to meet the nation’s full al- 


uminum requirements, would last 
less than a year. The process may 
also eventually be used for treat- 
ing certain aluminum-bearing clays 
and low-grade bauxite ores, of 
which this country has immense 
reserves,

of the Clemson, §. C., College 
Chemistry Department and work- 
ing with homemade equipment, 
Prof. F. Zur Burg has produced 
a satisfactory wallboard from 
eotton stalks.

in southeastern United States and 
offers a use for cotton stalks 
which have heretofore been plow- 
ed under. Before long, Midwestern 
corn, which is being developed 
for making synthetic rubber and 
gum powder, may be getting ser- 
fous competition in industrial use 
from King Cotton.

Exiles In Arms 
A Growing Force 


Foreign Legions Train In Bri- 
tain to Fight Against Ger. 
many 


Little has been heard of the 
new foreign legions in training 
in Britain, exiled armies in em- 
bryo preparing to fight the Ger- 
mans for restoration of their na- 
tive soil. It has been known that 
their strength is constantly in- 
creasing, but how formidable a 
force they are becoming is made 
known for the first time by a 
special] correspondent of The 
Times of London, who has spent 
some days in the training quar- 
ters of each nationality in turn. 

There are now separate estab- 
lishments of Poles, Norwegians, 
Czechs, Belgians, Dutch and 
French, each nation having rep- 
resentation in fast - growing 
camps. What started as a bat- 


-talion of this or that nationality 


has now become a regiment, in 
some cases a brigade, and in one 
instance, the Polish, actually a 
home division, The Poles are the 
largest contingent. : They guard 
an important Scottish section of 
Britain. The Norse are the sec- 
ond largest in number. The cor- 
respondent describes them as a 
splendid body of men, many of 
whom have come originally from 
seafaring centres, but enlisted in 
the army as the readiest means 
of fighting the enemy. 

The Czechs, of whom there are 
several battalions, have won 
golden opinions from British mili- 
tary experts. The Dutch forces 
are composed both of men escap- 
ed from Holland and the Dutch

“The fighting planes and 
dive bombers are crated and ship- 
ped across. One of the marvele 
of the industrial age—according to 
the boss of the plant where the 
American planes are.assembled—is 
the way the packing is done back 
in Buffalo or Long Island or Call- 
fornia. 

“Airplanes have been coming 
here for nearly a year,” the boss 
explains, “and we haven't had one 
case of damage through faulty 
packing.

SEED FOR FALL WHEAT PLENTI-| 
FUL THIS YEAR i 

There is an ample supply of good) 
seed for fall wheat, but rye is not so. 
plentiful, advises John D. MacLeod, | 
Crops. Seeds and Weeds Branch, On-| 
tario Department of Agriculture, Tor-| 
onto. Farmers who have not yet pro-| 
cured their seed requirements should | 
get in touch with the secretary of the 
Ontario Crop Improvement Associa-| 
tion in their county. There is a 


| branch of the Association in every, 


county and severa] branches in North- 
ern Ontario. 

In Mr. MacLeod’s opinion, growers 
would be well advised to sow some 
extr® rye for seed purposes. He 
points out that there will likely be a! 
greatly increased demand for rye for 
pastures and that many farmers could 
grow their own seed for another year. 

Speaking of weeds, Mr. MacLeod 
says now is a good time to mow, 
rake up , and burn weeds. This is 
particularly true of Wild Carrot and 
Ragweed. These weeds have been cut 
at least once on most farms, but 
have stooled out again and should be 


cut and burned. | 


No job will pay the farmer better 
right now than the cutting and burn- 
ing of weeds, says Mr. MacLeod. It 
will save him a lot of worry and work 
next year when labor will probably 
be as scarce as it is this year.

THIRD YEAR WAR FINDS 
DOMINION GUARDED 


Canada one cf the most disarmed 
of all nations two years ago now 
boasts a navy of 250 ships, an army 
corps ready for instant action and an 
air force striking at the enemy. 

Apart from actual increases in the 
size of the fighting forces, the first 
two years of war against Germany 
brought sweeping changes in metb- 
ods of recruiting, training and organ- 
ization as Canada placed emphasis 
on air power, mechanizing and speed- 
ing up of land forces. 

"The air force wag the only arm to 
come into steady fighting. The navy 
has suffered losses.in convoy protect- 
ion, submarine hunting and other 
brushes with the enemy. The army 
has yet to get into battle with the 
enemy although there have been cas- 
ualties in some branches of the ser- 
vice in Britain. 

Canada’s amall military force of 
4,500 permanent soldiers and 55,000 
militiamen has grown to more than 
23,000 in the active army and 170,000 
in the reserve army. Of the Active 
Army personnel more than 90,000 are 
overseas, in the United Kingdom, the 
Weat Indies or Newfoundland.

The District Unemployment Insur- 


ance Inspector, 8..H. Forbes, has 
found that certain aspects of the Un- 
employment Insurance Act have been 
puzzling to workers, and has 
attempted to clarify these points for 
the North Hastings Review. 

Mr. Forbes reports that the Act 
provides vrotection against the evils 


! 


of unemployment for 80 per cent of ™ 


Canadiay workers. Insured workers 
who become unemployed through no 
fault of their own will receive a mon- 
ey income in the form of benefit pay- 
ments from the Unemployment In- 
‘surance Fund which their contribu- 
tions are helping to create. 

In order. to receive benefits, an in- 

sured worker contributes to the Un- 
‘employment Insurance Fund for 30 
weeks for 180 days) within the two 
years preceding the date of claim 
for benefit. For instance, the worker 
who began contributions on July Ist 
of this year and continued these pay- 
ments until January 27th, 1942, would 
be eligible for benefits. After the un- 
employed worker has put in the nine 
day waiting period, his benefit pay- 
ments begin. — 

The unemployed worker who places 
a claim for insurance benefits must 
be capable of, and available for work 
but unable to obtain suitable employ- 
ment. Suitable employment does not 
mean that the worker is required to 
accept any position that may be 
available. For example, he can decline 
an offer of employment if it is not 
work in his usua] occupation, when 
the wages are lower or the condition 
less favourable than those which he 
might reasonably expect to obtain 
taking into consideration the wages 
and working conditions in his usual 
occupation. 

A worker need not accept an offer 
of employment arising because of 
stoppage of work due to a labour dis- 
pute. A worker can also refuse an 
offer of employment in his usual 
| occupation if the wages are lower and 

the conditions less favourable than 
those observed by agreement between 
employers and employees, or where 
_there is no such agreement than those 
recognized by good employers. 
' There is no discrimination against 
‘organized labour. For many years 
‘Labour organizations have urged the 
_adoption cf unemployment insurance 
legislation and are now giving the new 
plan their full support. One section 
of the Act especially provides that no 
‘insured worker will be disquelified 
from receiving benefits if he refuses 
to accept employment which would 
prevent him from becoming a mem- 
, ber or continuing to be member, of 
‘any association, organization or un- 
ion of workers. 

In conclusion, the inspector stated 
that the Unemployment Insurance 
Act was by no means a hastily con- 
ceived measure, Associations of em- 
ployets and employees were consulted 
before it was passed. Those who 
framed the Act, used the experience 
of Great Britain and other countries 
|to prepare an Act which is fair and 


just to employer and employee alike.

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MADOC FALL FAIR OCTOBER 7th and 8th 


(By W. J. Hill, Secretary of the Madoc Agricultural Society) 


Fairs are a universal habit. Throughout recorded history they have 
spread culture and stimulated progress. They Have fostered trade, provided 
education and given entertainment to all peoples. There are at this season 
many Fairs easy of access and none more central] than our own at Madoc. 
The Fair is one of the few institutions which has survived the changes 
wrought by centuries of time. It survived because it adapted itself to the 
varying needs and conditions. In ancient times rcads were poor and trans- 
portation difficult, the merchant with goods to sell could not visit all his 
potential customers nor could buyers travel to all the sellers. Some time. 
no one knows how far back, a merchant more bright than his ‘ellow trades- 
men had a happy thought of taking his merchandise to some nearby 
town where om a certain feast or religious day many persons would be 
gathered for the ceremdény. His name may be lost but the evidence of his 
iden remains in the word by which we still know these gatherings. The 
old English word is Feire, the French word Foire. The Latin Feriae, mean- 
ing holiday also related to Festus meaning feast, in Brittany and Flanders 
it is Kirmiss meaning church mass. The holiday spirit and the contageous 
buying fever of the crowd proved the soundness of the idea. People came 
by foot, on horse back, im boats and with oxen risking the danger ‘of 
being set on by robbers. There was np hardships too great to be under- 
gone by these religious pilgrims, indeed the very purpose of his journey 
often protected him from attack, therefore he was glad to combine relig- 
ion with business, the merchant also benefited by the cloak of religion. In 
those days it was most interesting to note how the churches began to 
profit from this arrangement. Trade brought many whom religion would 
never of attracted and the church found new opportunities for religious 
teaching. In return for the peace and security of the holi they began 
to collect tolls and to charge rental for the space and concessions within 
their jurisdiction. Eventually there was no great festival without a fair 
and no ¢air without a festival. In the Far East fairs were held at Mecca, 
during the season of Pilgrimages and the attendance would be around 
three hundred thousand, but every twelfth year on the great pilgrimage 


there would be as many as two million people. Romulus and other rulers ~ 


held great fairs for the purpose pf attracting people to Rome. The Greeks 
also held many great fairs so important did fairs become years ago as 
a part of commerce they gradually began to come under Royal supervision. 
Alfred the Great helped and encouraged fairs. King Ethelred 11, Henry 1st 
also helped. In the Magna Charter King John was forced against his will 
to agree “That merchants shall have safety to go and come, buy and sell 
without any evil tolls, but by ancient and honest customs.” It is estimated 
that there were 3300 fairs held in the thirteenth century, you may of read 
of the Great Fairs in England, St. Ives Fair, St. Giles Fair, St. Bartholm~ 
ew's Fair. I might also tell you that in those days civil authorities in a 
town had no power or jurisdiction during a fair. The Lord of the Fair or 
the Chief Magistrate was the Chief Officer. One of the peculiar laws en- 
acted in England at that time was to the effect that any sale made in the 
fair on a lawful market day transferred the property to the buyer regard- 
less of how illegal the title of the seller might be. The claim of the buyer 
was good against. anyone except the King, who incidently also had the 
privilege of naming his own price for any article he might wish to buy. To 
settle difficulties quickly and to see that justice was administrated prop- 
erly it was the custom to hold a court at the same time and at the same 
place as the fair. The court rendered judgment in casea concerning 


only one weight and measure in our dominions.’’ 
I have told you something about fairs centuries ago. Madoc fair 
cended from these and adopted all the square and fair dealings. When 
think of the millions of dollars that have been spent on fairs and 
many have not been a success we should. be proud to know we

Caught in Russia 


Beggar, Blind. and Weary, 
Turns Out to be German Spy 


From Moscow comes this story: 

A beggar, barefopt and appar- 
ently blind, squatted on the side 
of a dusty road teeming with mill- 
tary traffic, singing an ancient 
Russian folk song to the accom 
paniment of an accordeon. 

Frequently the beggar beat his 
breast, crossed himself and bowed 
to sympathetic passers-by who 
tossed coins and bits of bread into 
his lap. 

Artillery shells crashed nearby 
and German planes bombed the 
road but the beggar did not move. 

Finally a Russian major passed 
and noticed that the beggar wore 
an old fashioned home-spun shirt 
no longer in vogue in Russia. He 
saw suspicious over-patches on the 
beggar’s trousers and noticed that 
the beggar's feet seemed delicate 
for one who should be used to a 
hard life. The major approached 
and exclaimed: “Sprechen _ sie 
Deutsch?” (“Do you speak Ger-

He was arrested and confessed 
that he was a German spy who 
had been landed by parachute to 
report: on the disposition of Soviet 
troops.

Ontario Mines 
Supply Lignite 


Lignite May Be Great Bene- 
fit to Northern Ontarlo's 
industrial Area 


The Sudbury Star points out 
that the people of Northern On- 
tario are intensely interested In the 
results of the tests that are being 
made of lignite as a fuel. They are 
anxious to see the product of the 
big fields north of Cochrane sup- 
plying the needs of the North 
country, 

This fuel has been tested in 
atationary furnaces, but the Tem- 
iskaming and Northern Ontario 
Railway for the first time has used 
it under the more exacting require- 
ments of railway locomotives, 
This test is not yet completed, and 
the results are being awaited with 
keen ‘interest. If lignite can be 
fitted into Northern Ontarios in- 
dustrial and domestic fuel problem 
it will be a great benefit to that 
area. 

It may take much additional ex- 
perimental work, but it is encour- 
aging to know that the experts 
who are .working on the problem 
express the opinion that lignite 
will come into its own, not only in 
Northern Ontario, but in the prov- 
ince as a whole. If the expert- 
ments prove satisfactory, lignite 
will be added to the list of Nor- 
thern Ontarios mining products, 


The Stuff That 
Makes Diamonds 


A diamond is composea of the 
game material as lamp-black, soot 
or pencil “lead,” but the molecular 
structure is different. 

Diamonds will disappear upon 
burning, will break if they are 
dropped on a hard surface, yet 
are strong enough to wear away 
two emery wheels a foot and a 
half in diameter and am inch in 
thickness before showing any 
wear,

diamond is a diamond itself.

For some time requests have 
been accumulating so this week I 
am going to give them to you with 
the hope that they may be of use 
and practical to all my readers. 

Whole Wheat Waffles 
% cup whole wheat flour 
% cup sifted white flour (pastry) 
% teaspoon’ salt 
8 teaspoons baking powder 
3 egg yolks 
3 egg whites stiffly beaten 
% cup milk 
% cup cream 
_4 tablespoons melted butter, 

Twice. sift together pastry 
flour, salt and baking powder. 
Then mix thoroughly with the 
whole wheat flour. 
yolks well, mix with the milk and 
add to the dry ingredients. After 
mixing thoroughly, add the melted 
butter. Mix again and fold in egg 
whites stiffly beaten. Bake in 
hot waffle iron which has been 
greased with olive oil, 

Maple Syrup Sauce 

Of course plain maple syrup 
served with well-buttered waffles 
is always a relish but for variety 
here is your requested sauce, 

% cup maple syrup 
1% cups brown sugar 

% cup water 
4 tablespoons butter 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
6 tablespoons heavy cream. 

Boil first four ingredients and 
sauce in a heavy syrup. Cool. 
Add vanilla and cream, 

Whipped Cream Sauce 

Another very palatable 
is the following: 

Whip cream and to 1 cupful 
add 1 tablespoon grated maple 
sugar. 

Feather Whipped Cream Cake 

1 cup of whipping cream 

8 egg whites 
% cup syrup from canned pine- 

apple 

1 cup fruit sugar 
% teaspoon salt 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

2 cups cake flour — 

Beat cream and egg whites to- 
gether until stiff. Add the pine 
apple syrup. Sift together the 
dry ingredients. Add to whipped 
cream mixture and mix thorough- 
ly. Bake in two layers in a mod- 
erate oven, 

Pineapple Icing 

1 egg white beaten stiffly 

2 cups sifted icing sugar 
% cup drained crushed pineapple 

1 tablespoon orange juice. 

Beat well until the right con- 
sistency to spread. There is a 
difference in sugars, so, if thin, 
add more icing sugar. 

Feather Rolls 

Soften 1 yeast cake in 1 cup 
lukewarm water. Beat in one cup 
flour and let rise for 1. hour. 
Scald .% cup shortening and 1 
teaspoon salt with 1% cups boil- 
ing water. Cool to lukewarm. 
Add the yeast mixture. Mix to a 
stiff dough with flour mixture. 
Let rise until light. 

Brush with milk and bake in 
hot even for 20 minutes, 

Tuna Short Cake 

1 can tuna 

1 cup canned peas 

2 chopped hard boiled eggs 

Salt and pepper to taste 

2 cups white sauce 

2 cups flour 

4 tablespoons shortening 

4 tablespoons baking powder 
% teaspoon salt 
% cup rich milk. 

Mix flour, baking powder, salt 
and milk as for biscuits. Roll 
into layers in ordinary short cake 
manner. Then combine , tuna, 
seasonings and white sauce. Add 
the chopped eggs and peas. Split 
short cake while hot. Place mix- 
ture between and on top.  Indi- 
vidual biscuits may be made if 
you wish, Serve with tomato cat- 
sup.

Sir 
Archibald had, im, fact, shown 
such ability that they put him itn 
charge of one of the most vital 
links in the Empire. Even at that 
time, the British government had 
strong grounds for believing that 
Germany intended to attack Russia 
and warned Stalin but he would 
not listen. If Russia were defeat- 
ed, the way would be open for 
Germany, operating from the north, 
and for Japan operating from the 
south through Thailand, to invade 
India by means of a nutcracker 
movement, Part of Russia borders 
India, but the easier route to get 
at India would be through Iran, 
It is to pave the way by fifth ool- 
umnism and other means that there 
are sO many German agents in 
Iran today, That is why Britain 
and Russia have again brought 
the subject up with the Iran au. 
thorities. Defeat of Russia would 
put Germany in position to force 
herself on Iran, Afghanistan and 
Turkey for “facilities” and to fo- 
ment anti-British movements as 
was done recently in Iraq. That is 
what those agents are there for. 
This is another reason why Bri- 
tain has a vital interest in helping 
the Russians against Germany,

Forty thousand non-British rall- 
workers in Argentina—most of 
them Italians or of Italian origin— 
have given a remarkable expres- 
sion to their sympathy with the 
people of Great Britain under war 
conditions. They have presented 
the British government with a 
fleet of 15 mobile kitchens and 
three mobile canteens fully equip- 
ped to serve thousands of hot 
meals and hot drinks at shortest 
notice in any emergency, Approp- 
rately these vehicles are to be 
allotted to railway centres and the 
ports and docks which handle the 
bulk of the Argentine trade.

“EMBALM"” FURNITURE 


Farmers and woodland owners 
will ‘have cause for rejoicing if 
experiments now under way at the 
Harvard Forest, Mass., prove euc- 
cessful. 

Experts are testing certain prep- 
arations for the preservation of 
wood, The process is expected to 
be successful with both hard- 
woods and conifers, 

Through a kind of embalming 
method, preservatives are forced 
into fence posts, log cabin walls 
and rustic furniture which will 
keep the wood from decaying. 


SCREAMS AWAY FOG 


For years scientists have tried 
to disperse fog without any real 
success. All past experiments have 
been with chemical sprays or elec- 
trical rays, and according to recent 
reports a spray method is even now 
being tried out in America The 
most promising of all are the ex- 
periments carried out by a metal- 
lurgist named H, W. St. Clair, who 
invented a device which disperses 
fog by sound. He claims that the 


frequenty of the fog waves scream 
them out of existence, At present 
the device is being used only in 
amelting furnaces to disperse 
smoke which otherwise goes up the 
ehimney, and to recover the metal 
particles in the smoke.

Photography’ is the Forest Ser- 
vice’s latest | weapon in fighting 
forest fires in Montana. 

Aeria] photographs are taken 
to show the fire scene and the 
typogrophy of near-by lands. 

These are developed and—print- 
ed and are dropped by parachute 
to the fire boss who is directing 
the fire-fighting effort. . It en- 
abes him to see by what means 
the flames may best be checked. 

In a recent experiment, pictures 
were dropped to the fire boss 18 
minutes after they had been 
taken.

“Almost” : Newest 


Three New British Warships 
To Be Put Into Service This 

Fall 
Three British super-battleships, 
the Jellicoe, Beattie and Duke of 
York will be put into service in 
the autumn. the BBC said recently. 
The ships will be of the George 
VY class, of which the Prince of 


Wales and the George V already 
are commissioned. 
Observers in London believed 


that at least one of these units 
was on the verge of completion, 
since Prime Minister Churchill, in 
his broadcast, spoke of the Prince 
of. Wales as “almost the newest” 
British battleship. She had been 
regarded hitherto ab the newest. 

The George V was disclosed to 
have been completed last winter 
when she suddenly arrived off the 
United States coast bringing Vis- 
count Halifax, then newly named 
ambassador to Washington, 

Launched February 21, 1939, she 
displaces 35,000 tons, and is con- 
sidered, with the Prince of Wales, 
to be the most up-to-date battle- 
ship afloat. She has enhanced arm- 
or defence against air attack In- 
eluding an improved distribution 
of deck and side armor and an im- 
proved system of under-water pro- 
tection. 

The Prince of Wales first came 
into the news during the great 
hunt for the Bismarck, her guns 
pounding the giant Nazi battleship 
before the coup de grace was ad- 
ministered by torpedoes, 

The Duke of York was launch- 
ed September 16, 1939, and is be- 
Heved to be just about complete. 
The Beatty was launched two 
months later, November 11, 1939, 
and the Jellicoe, on an undisclos- 
ed date in 1940, 


British Prisoners 
Receive Packages 


Every 8ritish Prisoner of 
War Recelves at Least One 
Parcel Each Week 


The packages of mercy—gifts of 
food, clothing, tobacco, soap and 
books—ire moving smoothly to 
the millions left in prison by war 
in the West, : 

British prisoners in Germany did 
not fare well for a long while, be- 
cause of transport difficulties across 
Bpain. Before the Geneva Red 
Crosse was able to negotiate with 
Portugal and Spain for better 
transport, it bought 282 tons of 
food on the continent to send to 
British prisoners’ camps, 

Later in the year negotiations 
at Lisbon enabled packiger to be 
shipped to Mediterranean ports, 
thus avoiding the uncertain rail 
trip across Spain. Even now, it 
neually takes about four months 
before. packages from Canada 
reach the camps.

WOMEN'S INSTITUTE 


NEEDS MORE FRUIT 


Last year, members of the Ont. Wo- 
men’s Institute with the support of 
the Ont. Dept. af Agriculture, made 
110,000 pounds of jam which was 
shipped to Britain in four pound cans 
supplied by the National Red Cross 
Society for children bombed out of 
their homes, and Canadian soldiers 
in British hospitals. The need was so 
great and the letters of recipients so 
grateful that the Women’s Institutes 
of Canada set an objective of 300,000 
pounds this year with an Ontario 
quota of 150,000 to 200,000 pounds of 
jar. 

The surmmer months were not kind 
to this enterprise of the Ontario Wo- 
men’s Institute. Dry weather brought 
increased prices for fruit, and do- 
nations were not so plentiful to the 
W. I. However reports for July show 
that some 24,000 pounds of jam were 
made by rural women for shipment 
to Britain. It was hoped that this fi-| 
gure would be doubled, leaving 100,000 
pounds to be made this fall from! 
peaches, pears. plums grapes and 
apples. The Women’s Institute will 
meet this quota, if you will help. They

Two years ago this month Hitler 
aaid “I have put on my old sol- 
Wer’s coat, and I will not take it 
off until we achieve victory .. . 
November of 1918 shall never be 
wepeated in the history of Germ- 
any.” Even as this declaration 
was brought by radio to a tensely 
waiting world, the German legions 
were closing in on Poland and the 
second World War had begun. 

Within three weeks the conquest 
of Poland was complete, Full of 
confidence after this devastating 
Blitzkrieg success, Hitler offered 
“trlendehip”. to England, declared 
to the French that he had no “in- 
teresta in the west” and assured 
Moscow that the new accord be- 
tween Russia and Germany ex- 
oluded “the use of force for all 
time.”

“War Sweeps World Like 
Black Untethered Wind” 


to the question “Can we atey out 
of it?” by saying “I not only sin- 
cerely hope so, but I believe we 
can, and every effort will be made 
by the Administration to do so.” 


That was the world of Sept, 1, 
1939. On Sept. 1, 1941, the scene 


. lg vastly changed. The New York 


Times says, “This is a war that 
moves from one point of the com- 
pass to the other like a black, un- 
tethered wind. All the” belligerent 
and non-belligerent Powers have 
tried to limit-it, and their efforts 
have been defeated by the very 
nature of the struggle. 

Hitler sought desperately to con- 
tain. it within set bounds, but every 
dam he erected burst in process of 
construction and added to the force 
of the flood that drove him on and 
on. : 

The British tried to hold it to 
the seas; the Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean are their chosen 
battlefields, 

Russia strove to build walls 
against it in the Bast and in the 
West. 

By pacts with Berlin and Mos- 
cow Japan attempted to fénd off 
attacks in two directions while she 
advanced in another. 

Before and since the fighting 
started the United States has act- 
ed time and again to localize. the 
conflict, 

ra age storm sweeps on with & 
certain. inevitability, No power has 
yet proved strong enough to wage 
this battle on its own ‘erms either 
of time or place. The first World 
War had fixed bounderies; this war 
jumps frontiers and oceans, not 
simply because it is fought in the 
aky or with mechanized forces, but 
because it is more universal, It 
literally shakes the central pillars 
and the farthest outposts of the 
whole world, 

The fighting that flooded the 
plains of Poland.on Sept, 1, 1939, 
has poured across Europe, swept 
into Africa and Asia, until last 
week it engulfed the remote and 
dusty plateau of Iran. More than 
a score Of nations have been in- 
volved in hostilities—almost as 
many as the greatest number lock- 
ed in the 1914-18 struggle, Those 
still nominally neutral, like the 
United States and Japan, have an 
increasingly vital stake in the-out- 
come. More than a. dozen coun- 
tries have lost their sovereignty to 
Nazi military might—and within 
them walks the specter of hunger, 
unrest and revolt, Citles have been 
shattered by attack from the air, 
prosperous countrysides laid waste. 
Qcean-borne ocmmerce has been 
disrupted by blockade and counter. 
blockade on the high seas tn 
counted millions of lighting men 
and civilians have perished or sut 
fered injury, the slaughte: 
ing a. crescendo in the 
battie of Russefa. 

The Red Army, though beaten 
back and severely, punished, has 
taken a heavy toll of the Nazi war 


reach- 


colossal 
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machine, casting doubts on its re 
putation for invincibility. The Roy- 
al Navy and the R. A. F. have 
gained the upper kand in the. wat- 
ers of the Atlantic and in the air 
over Western Europe. Great form- 
ations of bombers and fighters 
roar over southern England just 
as they did in the Battle of Brt- 
tain a year ago. But what an in- 
describable difference it makes to 
life in Britain that today they’re 
British planes goiig toward Ger- 
many instead of Nazi planes at- 
tacking Britain. 

Hitler was impelleds to strike 
East by his inability to end the 


conflict on any of the existing’ 


fronts. The Nazi advance to the 
Black Sea is preliminary to a drive 
on the Caucasus, The Germans are 
atill a long way from the oil fields 
and the back door to the East. 
At the moment. they are blocked 
in Iran by the occupation of that 
country by British and Russian 
troops. The new ferry route from 
South America to Africa is the 
supply Hne for the most important 
of the new battlefields.” 

In his Labor Day broadcast 
President Roosevelt pledged him- 
self and the people of his country 
to do everything in their power “to 
erush Hitler and his Nazi forces.” 

Prime Minister Churchill, broad- 
casting from England after his 
return from the Atlantic Confer. 
ence, declared that Japan's south- 
ward expansion “has-got to stop.” 
He said that the United States 
was “laboring with infinite pa- 
tience to arrive at a fair and am- 
icable settlement” with Japan and 
added that if negotiations falied 
“we shall of course, range our- 
selves unhesitatingly at the gide 
of the United States,” 

At the close of the second year 
of this war “the mighty conflict 
je not yet spent and the decision 
atill hangs in the balance.”

Pork Order 


For Britain 


Canada to Send 600 Million 
’ Pounds Within One Year 

Canada has agreed to provide 

Britain, with 600,000,000 pounds of 
bacon under a new contract just 
signed. } 
' The new contract, at a higher 
price than has been paid since the 
start of the war, goes into effect 
as soon as the last of the 4256,000,- 
000-pound order placed last Novem- 
ter is shipped. This will probably 
be early in October, 

The unprecedented size of the 
order, an increase of about 42 per 
cent, will necessitate an increase 
in hog breeding in Canada in ex- 
cess of anything yet attempted. 
The first British bacon order was 
for 330,000,000 pounds, and there 
were doubts whether it could be 
filled, Last fall thia was jumped 
to 426,000,000 pounds, and early 


in the summer this was further . 


increased by the request that the 
contract be filled six weeks ahead 
of schedule. It was this unexpected 
request that forced reduction in do 
mestio pork consumption. 

Whether the new 600,000,000- 
pound order can be filled. without 
continuing seasonal reductions in 
domestic consumption is still a 
question, There will be no shortage 
in the fall or winter months, but 
next summer the same call to lay 
off the bacon may have to be ts- 
sued, 

There is one reassuring factor in 
the feed situation and that is the 
atocks of wheat cramming Can- 
adian elevators. More hogs. will be 
raised on wheat this year than 
ever before.

More Requests 
So many requests have come in 
during the week for such varied 
recipes that I find the only way te 
Classify them is to give them to- 
gether aa requests, 
SALMON MOUSSE 
1% cups canned salmon (tlaked) 
\% cup salad dressing (preferably 
boiled type) 
1 tablespoon gelatine 
1 tablespoon catsup 
Soak gelatine over hot water for 
6 minutes. Add to salad dressing. 
Stir well. Add the catsup. Pour 
into wet moulds. Serve chilled on 
lettuce leaves, 
LEMON CHIFON PIE 
\% cup cold water 
4 eggs 
1 cup sugar 
1 envelope gelatine 
% cup lemon juice o 
% teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
Add % cup of sugar, lemon juice 
and salt to beaten egg yolka and 
cook over boiling water, until of 
custard consistency. Pour cold 
water in a bowl! and sprinkle gel- 
atine on top of water, Add to hot 
custard and stir until dissolved, 
Add grated lemon rind. Cool, When 
mixture begins to thicken, fold in 
stiffly beaten egg whites to which 
the other half of sugar has been 
added, Fill baked pie shell and 
chill. Before serving, top with 
whipped cream. 
APPLE MINT JELLY

Measure the vinegar, apple juice 
and sugar into a large saucepan, 
Mix and bring to the boil quickly.

Halifax Meets 
Surprise Test 


Unscheduled Airplanes Over 
Halifax PProve Halifax De 
fenses Ready 


Alert defenders of this fortress 
city have had an unscheduled test 
of their efficiency in meeting at- 
tack from the air, it was revealed 
recently, and have been found 
ready for the task. : 

In the early morning darkness 
recently, two unidentified planes 
appeared over the city at a time 
‘when no Canadian aircraft should 
have been in the air there, They 
could have been enemy machines, 
and the defence mechanism 
‘sprang into instant action as 
though they were. 

Searchlights stabbed through 
the skies; anti-aircraft gunners 
went to actiom stations at their 
weapons, and rockets were fired. 
Some vital establishments were 
blacked out. 

But the two planes were iden- 
tified quickly as Canadian, Later, 
it transpired they were off their 
course and arrived over the city 
without the authorities having 
been notified, 

Hundreds of mystified Haligon- 
ians speculated all day over the 
cause of the alarm. The loud 
booming of the rockets—fired for 
a purpose which cannot be dis- 
closed —- resembled gunfire, and 
many believed some of the guns 
in the area may have been. taking 
a pot shot at an enemy. 

It was the most -realistic dis- 
play of the city’s defences since 
the start of the war. Halifax has 
had many practice blackouts, and 
the spectacle of searchlights chaa- 
ing planes through the night skies 
over the city js a common one, 
But these are all prearranged. 

This recent incident was nearer 
the real thing. For all the men’ 
at the searchlights. and guns 
knew, the visitors were enemy 
fliers. Had that been the. case, 
they would have received a swift 
and warm reception. As it waa, 
though the guns were ready, no 
shots were actually fired.

Article Number Two 


“THE ARMY” 
(By B. M. P.) 


The tour of eastern Canada arrang- 
ed by the Department of National De- 
fence for Canadian editors while cov- 
ering every branch of Canada's war 


enterprise, concentrated especially on 


the army. 

We visited the Basic Training 
Centre at Brantford, the Army Trades 
School at Hamilton, the General Mo- 
tors proving ground for army vehicles 
near Oshawa, the great military en- 
campments and Advanced Training 
Centres at Camp Borden, Petawawa, 
Valcartier and Debert, and the Offi- 
cers’ Training Centre at Brockville. 
| We saw the raw recruit with only a 
‘few days’ training in army life behind 
,him and the young soldier-student be- 
ing taught the art of a skilled trades- 
‘man..We were impressed with the fact 
|that the classroom plays f\y as im- 
portant a part in this war as does the 
drill-hall and the rifle-range, while the 
| great army of instructors are per- 
forming a service as vital as that of 
officers on the battlefield. Later we 

to the more advanced trainees 
| engaged in rifle drill, machine-gun 
tactics mortar-firing demonstrations 
| and ‘manoeuvres, going through their 
‘paces with machine-like precision. We 
| were given every opportunity to talk 
with officers and men. Almost without 
exception we found them keenly inter- 
ested in their work and eager to get 
‘on with the job of mastering the com- 
' plicated arms and machines placed at 
their disposal. 

Above all, we were amazed at the 
tremendous hitting-power of the mo- 
idern mechanized, and swiftly-moving 


| came 


| army. We had a preview of Canada’s 
new war machines at-the General Mo- 
‘tors’ proving ground in the wilds of 


Eastern Ontario, where speedy blitz 
buggies vied with tracked or armour- 
ed fighting vehicles and troop or load- 
earrying utility frucks for the honour 
of climbing the’steepest hill or travell- 
ing over the poughest ground. Down 
the side of pretipitous slopes, through 
deep gullies and over sharp projec- 
tions in the landscape went the boun- 
cing, bounding vehicles, surmounting 
every difficulty with apparent ease. It 
was not so easy on the drivers and 
crews, as some editors found to their 
‘ gorrow when they essayed a ride in 
one of the new fighting machines. But 
it was a revelation of the progress 
made by Canada’s motor industry in 
meeting the demands of modern war. 

At Camp Borden we witnessed an- 
other demonstration of the mechani- 
cal prowess of Canada’s army when 
we watched a motor company swing 


into action with its motorcycles, re-, 


/ connaissance cars, universal carriers 
| and utility trucks. Their skill in occu- 
pying a position and their apparent 
| wealth of firepower were a revelation. 
| At the same camp we viewed an em- 
‘pressive platoon attack on-an “ene- 
imy”’ position, with machine guns and 
rifles covering the advance with a hail 
of metal and with smoke bombs pro- 
| viding a screen for the attack. At 
| Borden is located the 5th Canadian 
(Armoured) Division under Major- 
General E. W. Sansom D. 8. O., who 
accompanied us on our tour of the 


camp. For training purposes a number 


of old United States tanks had been 
| obtained and these were greatly in ev- 
| idence during the afternoon. They 
have proved most useful in training 
personnel in driving and maintenance. 
With Canada\s newly-equipped tank 
factories speeding up prodyction, it 
will not be long before Canadian-made 
modern tanks will be available for 
‘this Division. 

| Camp Petawawa was famous in the 
last war for turning out some of the 
best artillerymen and engineers found 
in any army. It is fitting that in these

How can the Red armies be power- 
ful enough to hold the Germans at 
bay? Part of the answer may be 
in the tremendous losses suffered 
by the Germans.

In equipment an authorata- 
tive estimate of forty per cent is 
given. German servicing of ad- 
vanced units has dally become 
more difficult and the mechanized 
forces have found the Russian ter- 
rain very costly in fuel and upkeep. 
The rest of the answer may be that 
the “encircled” Russians liave re- 
fused to retreat even though they 
have suffered terribly—but so have 
the Germans, Their air force, ad- 
mirably handled, has had telling 
striking power. Russian railways 
have done an amazing job, mainly 
due to the high morale of the 
workers who ignore ordinary work- 
ing hours. The Germans have made 
two serious miscalculations —- the 
volume of Russia’s war material 
reserves and the fighting power of 
her civilian population. 

Thus far Napoleon’s road to Mos- 
cow has proved too tough for 
Hitler. The distance that the 
French grand army ‘negotiated In 
80-odd days; afoot and with horse, 
mule and oxen transport, is twice 
or more than that covered by 
Hitler's motorized legions in the 
game time,

It is interesting to read a book 
about people who are not too 
beautiful, too good, too glever, 
too abnormal, but who a just 
the average persons, well brought 
up, well educated and well enough 
endowed with this world’s goods 
for normal and gracious living.

Toughest Devised 


Would-Be Members In New 
» York City’s Fire Department 
Must Pass Severe Physical 
Test 


Appointment to the New York 
Fire Department is the ambition 
of 6,400 young men who have un- 
dertaken to pass qualifying exam- 
inations, notes The Toronto Tele- 
@tam. The physical test—stated 
by the head of the Civil Service 
Oommission to be “the toughest 
ever devised for a government 
job, civil or military”’—will dispose 
of at least half of the aspirants. 


The first test is for ¢o-ordin- ~ 


ation; each man sits in a seat 
equipped with a steering gear ahd 
foot and hand brakes and is judg- 
#1 on his response to signals 
flashed on a board ahead. Then 
he lifts welghts while lying on his 
back with someone holding his 
feet, To score perfection he must 
rise to a sitting position, bringing 
a aixty-pound weight over his head. 
Perfection in lifting dumbbells {s 
with those who lift elghty-pound 
weights in each hand. Then the 
aspirant has to carry a dummy 
weighing 170 pounds wp elght 
atepa.

MATCH 


Directors of the International Plow- 
ing Match--the largest plowing match 
in the world, in recognition of the 
fact that farm boys and girls are 
playing and must play 4n ever in- 
creasing important role in crop pro- 
duction as the supply of capable 
farm help dwindles, have added two 
new tractor classes this year, one for 
boys and for the first time in history 
of the match, one for girls. 


Girls over thirteen and under eigh- 
teen years of age, may plow with any 
make of tractor. The first prize is a 
$40. gold wrist watch. Second prize is 
a radio; third, skates and boots and 
fourth prize $5. in cash. 

Boys over eleven years of age and 
under sixteen may also plow with any 
make of tractor. The prizes are the 
same as the girls, but the winning 
boy will receive a-pocket watch in- 
stead of a wrist watch. 

The directors of the Match have 
also decided to raise the standard of 
competition at this year’s Match be- 
ing held at Peterborough, October 14, 
15, 16 and 17. Competition will be 
open only to winners of county or 
local matches. This rule will not ap- 
py however to what is known as 
“Local Day” classes, open to plow- 
men of Peterborough and adjoining 
counties and to the four junior class- 
es. 

Plowing this year will also be more 
on a farm condition basis and special 
attention of plowmen is being drawn 
to rule five under rules and regula- 
tions. It states “Skimmers should be 
used in all classes. No cut allowed 
after first round, on coulter or share 
of any plow. Scratches will not be 
permitted in tractor classes.”’

STORE VEGETABLES FOR USE IN 
WINTER 

Many housewives who in past years 
have purchased large quantities of 
imported vegetables during the wint- 
er months will be storing home-grown 
Ontario vegetables this fall from both 
patriotic and pocket bock motives. 


Here is some good advice on the 
storing of vegetables by George Rush, | 


vegetable specialist, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Toronto. 
Onions must be kept in a dry at- 
mosphere at a temperature from 40 
to 45 degrees. They will remain firm 


if kept dry. Good winter keepers for! 


cooking are Yellow Globe Danver and 


Red Weatherfield. For eating raw, the | 
Epanish varieties, “Riverside ‘Sweet, | 
Valencia and Prizetaker are excellent. | 


Squash are plentiful. For storage, 
they should be mature, having a hard 
ehell, and like onions, kept in a dry 
Place at a temperature of 45 degrees. 
Warted Hubbard, Green Hubbard or 
Blue Hubbard are good keepers. 
Small varieties are excellent in flav- 
or but do not keep so well. Mr. Rush 
advises each be wrapped in two folds 


of paper. Vegetable marrow and 
pumpkins may also be stored this 
way, but do not keep as long as 
squash. 


Roots, such as parsnips, beets, car- 
rots, salsify, should not be washed 
when storing, but brushed with a 
soft brush if there is dirt on them. 
They can be stored, if in small quant- 
ities, in tightly closed earthen con- 
tainers to keep out warm air. The 
temperature is best at 33 degrees 
(just above freezing). Warm and 
moist air causes growth, and heat will 
shrivel the roots. 

Do not hang up cabbage unless the 
temperature is close to freezing, as 
moisture in the cabbage will either 
cause growth at the stem, and heat 
will dry the leaves. Danish Bal) Head 
and Penn State Ball Head are the 
best winter storing varieties. 
roots including turnips can be kept 
fresh and tender at temperatures just 
above freezing.

Everyone Asked to Donate 
Fruit or Sugar For Jam For 
Britain’s Bombed Out Chil- 
dren 

Last year, members of the Ont. 
Women’s Institute with the sup- 
port of the Ont. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture, made 110,000 pounds of jam 
which was shipped to Britain in 
four pound cans for children bomb- 
ed out of their homes, and Canad- 
jan soldiers in British hospitals, 
The need was 60 great and the 
letters of recipients so grateful 
that the Women's Institutes of 
Canada set an objective of 300,000 
pounds this year, with an Ontario 
quota of 150,000 to 200,000 pounds 
of jam. 

The. summer months were not 
kind to thig enterprise of the On- 
tario Women's Institute, Dry 
weather brought increased prices 
for fruit, and donations were not 
so plentiful to the W. I. However 
reports for July show that some 
24,000 pounds of jam weré made 
by rural women for shipment to 
Britain. It was hoped that this fig- 
ure would be doubled, leaving 100,- 
000 pounds to be made this fall 
from peaches, pears, plums, grapes 
and apples. The Women's Insti- 
tute will meet this quota, ff you 
will help. They won't, if you don’t. 

These woiaen are giving their 
time and a great deal of fruit and 
auger to this worthy cause, but 
they cannot be expected to provide 
everything. That is why everyone 
—fruit growers, men, women and 
ehildren, and especially housewives 
are asked to contribute fruit, sugar 
or cash to their nearest Women’s 
Institute Branch in Southern On- 
tarlo NOW, Maybe you don’t know 
the name of your nearest jam com- 
mittes convenor, Just phone or 
write your county agricultural re- 
presentative. He will tell you, The
